CARACAS, Venezuela (UPI) — The Venezuelan 
freighter Antoategui, which was hijacked by armed 
Communists four days ago today was reported cruising 
in the Atlantic Ocean north of Surinam. 


A statement by the U.S. Navy 
in Washington said the missing 
ship, object of a wide search by 
ships and planes, was spotted by 
a patrol plane operating out of 
Jacksonville, Fla. 


The statement said the pilot ra­ 
dioed he sighted the Antoategui 
at 6 a m. EST about 130 miles 
north of Surinam, or Dutch Gui­ 
ana, on the north coast of South 
America. 


It had been believed that the 
freighter might be heading for 
Cuba, but the location cited by 
the P27 patrol plane is hundreds 
of miles east of Cuba. Surinam is

With the conference in w eekend 
recess. U.S. chief negotiator Wil 
bam C. Foster went into •strate­ 
gy meetings with his W estern col­ 
leagues to try to find a w ly to 
crack the hard Soviet position. 


The Russians virtually slam m ed 
the door on worthwhile nuclear 
negotiations here when th e y told 
the conference Friday th e West 
could have a test ban only on the 
Kremlin’s terms. They a lso re­ 
jected Kennedy’s plan for prevent­ 
ing war by accident or m iscalcu 
lation.
